CONGRESS GOING 
AFTER LOUIS POST 


ABOUT RADICALS 


Post Is Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Labor De- 
partment and, It Is Al- 
leged, Has Blocked De- 
portation of Radicals. 


FIGHT SMOLDERING 
FOR SOME MONTHS 


Early Action Predicted 
on Resolution for Im- 
peachment—The Reso- 
lution Was Introduced 
by Representative Hoch, 
After Conference With 
G. O. P. Leaders’ 


Washington, April 15.—A resolu- 
tion looking to the impeachment of 
Assistant Secretary Post, of the la- 
bor department, for his attitude to- 
ward the deportation of radicals, 
was introduced today by Represent- 
ative Hoch, republican, Kansas, aft- 
er a conference with republican 
leaders. 

The resolution would direct the 
judiciary committee to investigate 
charges made against Post by Chair- 
man Johnson, ef the immigration 
committee, and others, and if the evi- 
dence warranted to réport a*résoiu- 
tion proposing impé&chment, 

The measure was referréd to the 
house rules committee, which will 
decide whether it should be made a 
special erder of business before the 
house. There was no_ indication 
when the rules committee would 
act. 

Mr. Hoch intended to present his 
resolution when the house first con- 
vened and arose to do so, but Rep- 
resentative Mondell, the republican 
leader, told Mr. Hoch that he “would 
not do that now,” and the Kansas 
member temporarily abandoned his 
plan. Later he conferred with re- 
publican leaders and decided to of- 
fer the measure. 

Text of Resolution. 

Mr. Hoch’s resolution follows: 

“Whereas, it has been charged on 
the floor of the house by the chair- 
man of the committee on immigra- 
tion and naturalization and, by oth- 
er members of the house, that Louis 
I’. Post, assistant secretary of labor, 
has, in the discharge.of his duties, 
and in the exercise of his authorit) 
actual or assumed, flagrantly abused 
his power in connection with the 
deportation of alien enemies of the 
country; that he has,’in his official 
capacity, pursued toward those who 
would destroy by force and violence 
the government or its institutions, a 
policy subversive of the welfare, the 
peace and the dignity of the United 
States; that he has in an unwar- 
ranted manner submitted to the de- 


mands of those seeking to prevent | 


the deportation of alien enemies; 
that by a flagrant and unwarranted 
abuse of power, he has hindered, de- 
layed, and prevented the deportation 
of alien enemies, who by act and 
counsel would und@érmine and over- 
throw the government of the United 
States, and, 

“Whereas, the said offenses al- 
leged to have been committed by 
the said Louis F. Post, constitute, if 
true, high crimes and misdemeanors 
against the United States. 
-“Therefore, be it resolved, That 
the committee on the judiciary be 
directed to inquire Into the truth or

17000 WORKERS 
IN N.Y. ELEVATORS 
GET STRIKE ORDER 


New York, April 15.—Seventeen 
thousand elevator employees, oper- 
ating in nearly all of the city’s 
largest skyscrapers, stores and, busi- 
ness structures, tonight were or- 
dered to go out on strike at 9 o’clpck 
tomorrow morning. 

With first rumblings of the threat 
tea shut dowm elevators in the tall 
Gowntown office bulldings—the 
Equitable, for eSample, with a day- 
light population estimated at 10,000 
—the union members adopted the 
slogan of “cough up, or walk up.” 
This cry was shouted with glee at 
the meeting tonight in enthusias- 
tic anticipation of the puffing and 
panting that awaits the thousands 
pouring into downtown New York 
in the morning. : 

This action was taken at a mass 
meeting of six thousand union op- 
erators and starters tonight follow- 
ing the refusal of store and building 
owners to grant their demands for 
wage increases of $5to $10 a week, 
an eight-hour day and time and 
one-half for overtime. i 

The agitation began last Tuesday 
when elevator employees in the 54- 
story Woolworth building, the tall- 


their request for a wage of $33 a 
week was refused. Since then the 
elevators there have been manned 
by strike-breakers, including many 
women.

TWO ARE KILLED 
AND TEN PERSONS 
INJURED IN WRECK 


John A. Acree; Engineer, 
and R. E. Cain, Fireman, 
Meet Death on Southern 
Road Near Ellenwood. 


John A, Acree, of Atlanta, en- 
gineer, and R. E, Cain, fireman, also 
of Atlanta, were’ killed and ten pas- 
sengers hurt Thursday afternoon 
when local train No. 24, on the 
Southern railroad, en route from 
Macon ‘to Atlanta, was wrecked 
near Ellenwood. The locomotive of 
the train turned completely over, 
crushing the occupants of the cab 
beneath. it. 

Engineer Acree was 45 years of 
age; lived at 186 West North ave- 
nue,and Fireman Cain, aged 23, re- 
sided.in Inman Yards. 

Ellenwood is about 13 miles 
south of Atlanta. Although most or 
the passengers were shaken up and 
some were bruised, officials of the 
road and those who were on the 
scene said none were seriously hur. 
Passengers reached the city late. 

The cause of the derailment has 
not been determined, according to a 
Statement given out by railroad of- 
ficials. The train was running at a 
while passing a water tank, the 
statement said.

President Wilson 
Is “Irresponsible,” 
Says Senator Smith 


Quitman, Ga.. April 15.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith spoke here this 
morning at the courthouse to an 
audience of 275 people. He was in- 
troduced by Dr. S. S. Gaulden, who 
described President Wilson as a 
“naranoiac .paralytic.” 

Senator Smith said President Wil- 
son was not mentally responsible 
for his acts and that if he were 
a well man he believed he, Senator 
Smith, could change his mind about 
the peace treaty and the league of 
nations. The senator assumed full 
credit for the high price of cotton 
and told of his efforts in the senate 
to save the common people from the 
Wall street Octopus. 

His opposition to the league /of 
nations is based largely, on the fact 
that he does pot want the people of 
Georgia to have to send their sons 
to fight in Turkey and other foreign 
parts, he said. This county has 
been a Smith stronghold in the past, 
but it was apparent this was not 
a typical Smith audience and that 
the seriator is making. an uphill 
fight in his presidential campaign 
in Georgia. .

FOREIGNERS PLOT 
FOR DESTRUCTION 
NEW U.S. MARINE 


Charge Is Made by Pres- 
ident Hale, of South At- 
lantic States Association, 
in Letter to Southern 
Senators. 


. Washington, April 15.—Congres- 
sional investigation of alleged ef- 
forts by foreign interests to check 
the development of new American 
trade routes was asked today in a 
letter sent by Matthew Hale, presi- 
dent of the South Atlantic States 
association, to eight senators repre- 
senting the states of South and 
North Carolina, Georgia and Flor- 
ida, 

Mr. Hale called attention to the 
public announcemfent that a com- 
mittee headed by Delos W. Cooke, 
associate director of the Cunard 
lines would appear before the in- 
terstate commerce commission soon 
to present an appeal for cancélla- 
tion of export rates to south At- 
lantic ports which compete with the 
port of Halifax. The letter also re- 
ferred to agitation on the part of 
certain “large shippings interests 
formerly operated under the British 
flag” for the immediate sale of the 
new American merchant marine, 

Desired by British Ship Owners. 

The breaking up of the merchant 

fleet now operated by the. United 
States, Mr. Hale asserted, is com- 
monly reported to be “in direct ac- 
cord with the policies desired by 
British shipping firms in their fear 
of American competition.” 
, Opposition te the recent export 
ven “marnufactirers 
and shippers of tif Mis@gsippi val- 
ley freer access to foreigfi markets 
is also designed to handf@ap expan- 
sion of Americ&h “tradé;* aecording 
to Mr. Hale. He said that as a 
result of the new rates southern 
ports are for the first time in their 
history on a parity with New York, 
and as a result are enjoying in- 
creased prosperity.. i 

“The fact that certain commercial 
organizations in variousg;north At- 
lantic ports have been induced by 
misrepresentation of the facts to co- 
operate,,gshould not disguise from 
us the essential pro-British charac- 
ter of this activity,” the letter to 
the senators continued. 

“The effrontery of these forces 
do not stop here. They ask in 
substance that export freight from 
the middle west be hauled to Hali- 
fax at practically the same rate

U. S. OWNED VESSELS. 

Washington, April 15.—Govern- 
ment financial aid for companies 
purchasing shipping board vessels 
to enable them to 
cessfully with foreign lines was rec- 
ommended today by business men 
and members of congress who ad- 
vised with the board”on methods of 
transferring into private hands the 
government-owned merchant ma- 
rine. 

Agreeing upon the advisability of 
the board disp&Ssing of its fleet, the 
conferees upon motion of Fred H. 
Wells, of Minneapolis, adopted a res- 
Olution that “the ships should be 
Fold upon such prices and terms 
that the American merchant marine 
may be firmly established.”

RETAIL DEALERS 
SAID TO BOOST 
PRICES OF SHOES 


Washington, April 15.—T. M. Rob- 
ertson, an economist, employed by 


the federal trade commission, to- 
day told the senate manufacturerers’ 
committee that retail dealers were 
principally responsible for high 
prices of shoes.

J. J. Brown Makes Re- 
port to Cotton Associa- 
tion and It Is Unani- 
mously Adopted. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 15.—Or- 
ganization of a strong financial in- 
stitution in each cotton state of 
the south, the stock to be taken 
largely by the farmers, all to be co- 
ordinated to form an export cotton 
corporation to handle direct sales 
of the staple to foreign interests, 
was unanimously indorsed tonight 
by the American Cotton association. 

This action followed an able ad- 
dress by Governor Dorsey, of Geor- 
gia, who discussed the plan he de- 
veloped for forming such an insti- 
tution in that state, and which, he 
declared, was entirely feasible and 
if undertaken in every cotton grow- 
ing state, would create a power- 
ful financial link in permitting the 
grower to deal more directly with 
the spinner. 

Wannamaker for Re-Election. 

J. S. Wantamaker, of St. ~Mat- 
thews, S. C. was nominated for 
re-election as president of the as- 
! sociation in the report of the com- 
mittee on elections submitted this 
afternoon. <A vote on the recom- 
mendations will be cast Friday af- 
ternoon. Other officials nominated 
for election include B. C. Powell, 
of Arkansas, vice president; Harvie 
Jordan, Attianta, secretary; B. F. 
McLeod, Charleston, S. C., chairman 
finance committee; T. H. Shackle- 
ford, Georgia, attorney.

Products,” and J. R. Alexander of 
Scotts, Ark., on “Co-operative Mar- 
keting.” 

Sixty Cents a Pound Minimum, 

At the morning session the report 
of the committee on acreage and 
price, headed by J. J. Brown, of 
Georgia, recommended that a min- 
imum of 60 cents per pound, mid- 
dling grade, be demanded by the 
cotton grov@r, and urged the pro- 
duction of good crops in large quan- 
titie®. The report was upsanimously 
adopted. ; 

It is claimed that the price of 
cotton goods and the raw product 
is far out of ratio as to advantage 
to the producer of the staple.

In New York railroad executives 
warned the representatives of the 
railroad brotherhoods that they 
would be given until noon Saturday 
to get their men back to work. If 
the strikers are not back by that 
time the railroad managers ané¢ 
nounced they would open 
books for a period of 24 hours to 
register men “acceptable” for re- 
employment, reserving the right to 
refuse* to reinstate. those who, by 
their actions and utterances, have 
shown “unfitness for further ser- 
vice.” 

Many Strikers Arrested. 

Drastic action also has been taken 
by governmental agencies. In Chi- 
cago 24 leaders of the 
éwitchmen, including John Grunau, 
whose dismissal started the flood 
of railroad men’s walkouts, were 
under arrest last night on charges 
of having violated the Lever food 
act. Two hundred additional war- 
rants were expected. Federal 
prosecutors in other sections con- 
tinued to accumulate evidence 
against strike leaders and more ar- 
rests are expected within the next 
24 hours. 

Small defections In the strikers’ 
ranks continued yesterday with the 
main body of strikers in territory 
east of Chicago and north of Pitts- 
burg holding firm. Freight and 
passenger service, however, contin- 
ued to improve, due largely to vol- 
unteer railroad workers. 
entering New, York were fast re- 
suming normal passenger service, 
but freight service in the east, while 
showing signs of improvement, was 
still disorganized.

AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, April 15.— Freight 
traffic into this city, particularly 
from the south, was. again threat- 
ened with complete stoppage to- 
night when employees at Potomac 
freight yards joined the strike for 
the second time.

FROM SHARP COLD 


That thousands of peach trees 
were killed outright by the sharp 
cold .of March 1, following warm, 
wet weather the latter part of Féb. 
ruary, was the report made by As- 
sistant State Entomologist W. V. 
Reed Thursday, On his return from 
an inspection trip in Talbot ana 
Upson counties. Mr. Reed had. been 
asked by C. W. Mathews a large 
orchardist of Woodland, to inspect 
his trees and tell him why they 
were dying. - 

Mr. Reed said that he inspeétea 
orchards near Woodland and Thom- 
son containing about 40,000, and that 
of these, fully 30,000 were “winter- 
killed.” Mr. Reed said that he had 
heard reorts from other sec s ot 
trees dying, and that he had no 
doubt that many thousands of trees 
in Georgia were killed by this cola 
spell. 

Young trees are more susceptible 
to cold than older ones,” Mr. Reed 
declared, “because the sap in them 
rises earlier and thsy begin to bud 
sooner. The orchards which I in- 
spected Were chiefly young orchard’ 
whieh would have beendn their fire?
